IN A TRENCH IN VIETNAM 
'I Sure Would Like To See My Folks Again First'

WASHINGTON (AP)— I spent 
16 months In Vietnam observing 
the hardships endured and hero- 
Ism displayed by American sol- 
diers there and most of them 
march across my memory as 
admired and respected but still 
tor the most part faceless ranks 
of jungle green fatigues. 
But there is one I shall always 


remember even though I never 
knew his name. This young 
man is etched indelibly in my 
memory because I gave him his 
last drink of water. 


He was a light-haired, nice 


looking guy, a private or a spe- 
cialist four, sort of the Jack 
Armstrong All-American boy 
type. From the waist up. Below 
that he was a mass of blood and 


torn flesh because he had ab- 
sorbed a burst of heavy ma- 
chine-gun bullets in the stomach 
and legs. 
The 
young American lay in 


a wet, muddy, sandy trench that 
he and his comrades in A Co., 
Second Battalion of the 7th Cav- 
alry, had just torn from the 
hands of a very tough North 
Vietnamese regiment. 


My 
young 
friend whom I 


found myself lying next to was 
one of those who paid the price 
for the trench. Up to that time 
in Vietnam I had seen many, 
many men killed and wounded 
but I had never seen one who 
was so badly wounded yet had 
lived so long. 
As a heavy rain poured down 
and the North Vietnamese 


raked the area with machine- 
gun bullets the young man would 
remark in a matter of fact tone: 
"I'm going to die. I don't mind 
that so much but I sure would 
like to see my folks again first." 
There was never any fear or 
panic, just a sort of sad resig- 
nation to fate. He never acted as 
if he were in pain either. 
Finally, however, 
the boy 


groaned and said he was ter- 
ribly thirsty and would someone 
give him a drink of water. 
A medic on hand named Tom- 
my Cole from Richmond, Va., 
looked at me over the top of this 
boy's head inquiringly. I had 
two canteens full of water and 
would gladly 
have given the 


youth a drink at any time but

CORNTNG — The Corning City 
Council voted unanimously last 
night to adopt Police Chief Jer- 
ry Rowe's proposal for reor- 
ganization of the Corning police 
reserves. 
The new policy brings the re- 
serves firmly under the control 
of the chief. The basic idea of 
the reserve police system in 
Corning Is to provide a volun- 


teer and trained supplement to 
the regular police force. 
The 
reserve reorganization 


was mentioned at the previous 
meeting and city councilrnen 
have studied the proposed poli- 
cy at home since the last meet- 
ing. 
The policy submitted by Chief 
Rowe has a list of regulations 
aimed toward changing some 
existing conditions. 


Some of the rules include: 1. 
Concealed weapons may not be 
carried by reservists unless on 
duty; or off duty, unless they 
have a concealed weapon per- 
mit In which case they have no 
more authority than the next 
citizen; 2. Uniforms will be 
purchased before completion of 
six months probation period; 3. 
The chief is In command and he

SAIGON (AP) — American 


casualties rose steadily today 
as the Viet Cong's new offen- 
sive continued for a third day. 
Authoritative sources said a. 
bout 200 U.S. troops had been 
killed in the three days of fight- 
ing and several hundred others 
wounded. 
Allied military 
spokesmen 


said the offensive had cost the 
enemy more than 2,500 Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese 
troops killed so far, most of 
them by air and artillery bom- 
bardment. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters reported 340 government 
troops killed and l,063wounded 
since the enemy launched the 
offensive with artillery attacks 
on 150 towns and bases Satur. 
day night and Sunday, followed 
by some ground probes. 


At least 90 South Vietnamese 


civilians were reported killed 
and nearly 400 wounded, most of 
them by the enemy mortar and 
artillery attacks on cities and 
towns across the country. 


Although military analysts 


said Saigon still appeared to be 
the Communist's 
command's 


ultimate objective, the fighting 
spread north today and 28 U.S. 
Marines were reported killed In 
two attacks just below the de- 
militarized zone. They were the 
first attacks reported along the 
DMZ since the Communist of. 
fensive began. 


Northwest of Saigon, troops of 


the U.S. 35th Infantry Division 
repulsed a heavy assault on a 
firebase near the Cambodian 
border—the second in three 
days—and killed 78 North Viet- 
namese soldiers in a 2V2-hour 
battle. 


For the second night In suc- 


cession, the allied commands 
reported about 50 enemy mortar 
and artillery attacks Monday 
night and early Tuesday on 
cities, towns and military posts. 
A military spokesman said the 
attacks appeared to be less In- 
tense than those the night be- 
fore, casualties were fewer and 
damage was light.

But there was no 
general agreement on Just how 
to proceed.

CORNING — The Corning City 
Council voted unanimously last 
night to adopt Police Chief Jer­ 
ry Rowe’s proposal for reor­ 
ganization of the Corning police 
reserves. 
The new policy brings the re­ 
serves firmly under the control 
of the chief. The basic Idea of 
the reserve police system in 
Corning is to provide a volun­ 


teer and trained supplement to 
the regular police force. 
The 
reserve reorganization 
was mentioned at the previous 
meeting and city councilmen 
have studied the proposed poli­ 
cy at home since the last meet­ 
ing. 
The policy submitted by Chief 
Rowe has a list of regulations 
aimed 
toward changing some 
existing conditions. 


Some of the rules Include: 1. 
Concealed weapons may not be 
carried by reservists unless on 
duty; or off duty, unless they 
have a concealed weapon per­ 
mit In which case they have no 
more authority than the next 
citizen; 2. Uniforms will be 
purchased before completion of 
six months probation period; 3.

South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters reported 340 government 
troops killed and l,063wounded 
since the enemy launched the 
offensive with artlUery attacks 
on 150 towns and bases Satur­ 
day night and Sunday, followed 
by some ground probes. 


At least 90 South Vietnamese 
civilians were reported killed 
and nearly 400 wounded, most oí 
them by the enemy mortar and 
artillery attacks (Hi cities and 
towns across the country.

Rains 
from 
the three-day 
storm pushed 
totals to new 
highs for the first two months 
of the year. For example, about 
44 inches in San Luis Obispo 
and about 24 inches In Los An­ 
geles. 
Blizzards 
closed roads and 
isolated the eastern approaches

the High Sierra where a 
week-long search has been un­ 
der way for an airliner lost with 
35 persons aboard. 
The biggest evacuation was in 
Santa Paula, a Ventura Coun­

of 8,000 about

Creek flooded the east end of 
town. 
After drenching week­ 
end rains, three inches of new 
rain fell Monday and another 
three inches was predicted. 
A flood two feet deep rolled 
through town, inundating stores. 
It was the second time in less 
than a month that floods forced 
Santa Paula residents to evacu­ 
ate their homes, and officials 
said the majority fled leaving 
their belongings behind. 
About 10 miles east of Santa 
Paula, an estimated 350 to 400 
residents 
evacuated the F ill- 
more area in the face of high 
floodwaier from two rivers and 
a creek.

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Whimsical Nature 


Rather too often for comfort, the news brings reminders that 


man is a long ways from full mastery of his environment. For all 
our knowledge and technology, we continue to depend heavily on 
what might be called nature's whims —which are not whims at all, 
one hopes, but the works of orderly natural forces. 


Col. Berat Balchen's thesis that the Arctic ice pack Is thinning 


offers a case in point. This noted polar explorer has suggested to 
his fellow specialists that within a decade or two there may be 
not a vast expanse of ice but open ocean surrounding the North 
Pole. The climatic changes that might result are enough to throw 
a scare into anyone with a little imagination. 


The theory goes about like this: If the Arctic Ocean became 


ice-free, it would not freeze over again because solar heat would 
be absorbed by the water instead of reflected as at present. This 
would change storm paths, and as a result rainfall might be dras- 
tically lessened in the central United States and Eurasia. Some of 
civilized man's best agricultural regions might then become 
deserts. 


There is no assurance that this will come about. Some obser- 


vers, unlike Balchen and like thinkers, believe the shrinking of 
the Arctic Ice pack noted over the past century has already been 
reversed. Even If that is not the case, things might not work out 
as the doomsayers predict. All the same, it is a worrisome 
thought that disastrous climatic changes may be in store before 
long — and that at present there is little sign that man would be 
able to forestall them. 


Experience Does Count 


Three important ambassadorial appointments were announced 


on the same day recently. President Nixon chose a career diplo- 
mat to occupy the supremely sensitive post of ambassador to the 
Soviet Union. He chose a publisher to represent us in Britain, how- 
ever, and a retired lieutenant colonel to go to Belgium. 


Mr. Nixon's choice of Jacob D. Beam to replace Llewellyn 


E. Thompson in Moscow appears to be a good one. Beam is one 
of the government's top experts on the Soviet government, is 
widely experienced In Western Europe, and was for years the 
U. S. representative at the Warsaw talks with Communist China. 


Beam is, In short, a man with a lot of the right kind of exper- 


ience for the task he faces. The same cannot be said either of 
Walter H. Annenberg, who goes to London, or of John S. Elsen- 
hower. Capability aside, neither has prior experience in govern- 
ment, let alone in the foreign service. They exemplify, once again, 
the time-hallowed but unwise practice of filling Important diplo- 
matic posts with friends or associates rather than skilled foreign 
service officers. 


Nixon wants a mere 40 per cent requirement for presidential 


victory. That is the mark of a good politician—always looking 
ahead to the next election. 


The Air Force is said to be lobbying for its own anti-missile 


system. The Navy and the Marines are yet to be heard from.

cies of gamma globulin. In ad- 
dition, a vast program of pre- 
vention of tropical and sub- 
tropical diseases is in action. 


The National Cancer Insti- 


tute and other divisions admits 
cases of slur cancer and is 
using many of the new chemi- 
cal treatments to attack se- 
vere cancers that cannot be 
cured or controlled by other 
methods. Cancer of the breast 
and the prostate that need 
very 8 p e c i a 1 concentrated 
treatment are admitted to this 
Institute after careful screen- 
ing of patients. Leukemia, 
Hodgkin'* diaea*e. lead poison- 
ing and diseases of the endoc- 
rine glands are being studied 
and treated. 


Dental research on anes- 


thesia, the formation of cavi- 


and malformations like 


cleft palate are being studied 
from the ground up in order 
that teeth will be retained 
rather than sacrificed. Ulcers 
of the mouth, herpes infection.- 
and fungus diseases are incor- 
porated in these studies. 


At the National Heart In- 


stitute every conceivable type 
of attack is being; made on 
coronary heart disease and 
birth 
abnormalities 
of 
the 


heart. The relationship be- 
tween high blood pressure, kid- 
ney disease and heart failure 
is being studied all in an ef- 
fort to find the ideal preven- 
tative against these destruc- 
tive heart conditions. 


The Mental Health Institute 


is concentrating its efforts on 
the family, the community and 
the individual child to learn 
ideal methods of social educa- 
tion and proper planning from 
early infancy to adulthood.

Tesf On Salary 
Garnishment 
WASHINGTON (A.P) - Civil 
rights lawyers won Supreme 
Court agreement today to look 
into the garnishment of work- 
ers' 
salaries by finance com- 


panies. 


The NAACP Legal Defense 


Fund lawyers picked Wiscon- 
sin's garnishment law for their 
test case. The court will hold 
a hearing in the new term that 
begins in October. 


In 17 states wages can be gar- 


nished by a creditor without a 
hearing or a demonstration of 
special circumstances. The De- 
fense Fund said this amounted 
to a taking of property in vio- 
lation 
of the constitutional 


right to due process of law. 
The test concerns a Wiscon- 
sin case. 
Sixteen other states have a 


garnishment arrangement si- 
mfliar to Wisconsin's. They are

ON PAYING BLACKMAIL 


WASHINGTON — President 


Nixon would have abolished the 
Office of Economic Opportunity, 
together with its Community 
Action Program, if it had not 
been for a rather simple, ex- 
tremely unpalatable fact. It was 
judged too dangerous to do so at 
this time. 
Countrywide, in addition to a 
considerable and costly pro- 
fessional bureaucracy, the as- 
sorted Community Action Pro- 
grams employ just under 29,000 
nonprofessionals on a full-time 
basis. A substantial majority of 
these people come from the. 
urban ghettos, and the non pro- 
fessional employes in the ghet- 
tos constitute a new and pow- 
erful vested interest. 


The reason the vested interest 


was not tackled head on, which 
Is freely admitted by the high- 
est Nixon policy-makers, was 
that "They would have burned 
the place down if we'd termina- 
ted the programs just like that." 
In other words, if separated 
from the payroll, a good many 
in this rather special group of 
government employes were ex- 
pected to do their best to start 
another dreadful cycle of urban 
riots. 
To be blunt about it, straight 
blackmail payments to indivi- 
duals and groups may have been 
a rather common practice in 
the Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity, almost since the famous 
war on poverty began. Consider 
the man who must be nameless, 
since he will probably be under 
investigation at an early date, 
who is often called "The Brook- 
lyn Militant." 
Judging by the known facts, 


The Brooklyn Militant makes an 
exceptionally profitable busi- 
ness of militancy. In 1967, when 
summer outbreaks of rioting 
were feared in Brooklyn's Bed- 
ford -Stuyvesant section, The 
Brooklyn Militant was reputed- 
ly paid $50,000 for a voter 
registration project that actual- 
registered 12 voters. 


In 1968, another voter regis- 


tration project was decided 
against, but this time, report- 
edly, The Brooklyn Militant got 
$100,000 for another, almost 
equally fruitless project. The 
aim of course, was to keep 
Bedford - Stuyvesant "cool." 
And although this is undoubted- 
ly a particularly flagrant case, 
much the same sort of thing has 
been done in many other cases, 
and often in a much bigger way. 


In Boston, two men were ac- 


tually murdered in a ghetto dis- 
pute over a particularly ap- 
petizing (and particularly ri- 
diculous) bowlful of federal gra- 
vy. In New York, the local 
proverty programs are now 
known to have suffered from or- 


ganized defalcations on a huge 
scale. Even in this city, there 
is reported evidence of a lot of 
much petty chiseling, plus some 
drug peddling and drug use, in 
the generally useful project 
known as Pride, Inc. 
Before very long, a special 
report by the General Account- 
ing Office is due to take the lid 
off a lot that has been going on 
behind the well-intentioned fa- 
cade of the war on poverty, 
with fairly sensational effects. 
Thereafter, one can expect a 
rolling series of revelations, by 
grand jury presentations and in- 
dictments, by other govern- 
mental and congressional in- 
vestigations and the like. AH 
this has also been foreseen— 
has been in part planned, in- 
deed — by the Nixon policy- 
makers. 
Such, then is the needed back- 
ground against which to read the 
meaning of the President's 
judgment of Solomon on the Of- 
fice of Economic Opportunity. 
By this judgment, OEO's Head 
Start and Job Corps programs 
were handed over, respectively, 
to the Health, Education and 
Welfare Department and to the 
Labor Department. OEO was 
left intact, meanwhile, but with 
the Community Action Pro- 
grams as its chief remaining 
domain. 


H the rolling revelations are 


anything like what is now ex- 
pected, Community Action it- 
self should be thoroughly dis- 
credited before another year 
has passed. A strong demand 
will then be heard for junking 
these programs and the OEO 
along with them. Cynics may 
suspect mat the President and 
his more hard-nosed advisers 
wish it to turn out mat way; 
and in mis instance, the cynics 
will almost certainly be right. 


That leaves the twin problems 


of poverty and of keeping the big 
cities "cool." As to poverty, 
the famous war against it was 
largely an academic sociolo- 
gists' monstrosity. Many bil- 
lions ned to be spent to elimi- 
nate (he horror of poverty in 
the midst of affluence, but this 
was not the way to do it, as the 
result has proved. 


As to cooling the cities, if it 
must be done by blackmail, pay- 
ing blackmail in the name of 
community action is probably 
the worst of all ways to do it. 
The French were far more 
practical in Saigon, when they 
kept the Communists out and 
made a lot of money for their 
secret service, too, by the sim- 
ple expedient of selling the 
whole city to the Binh Xuyen 
gang. But for government to pay 
blackmail is both wrong in prin- 
ciple and wrong in practice.

WASHINGTON — President 
Nixon called Bob Finch, the 
Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare, to the White 
House the other day to discuss 
what to do about Sen. Strom 
Thurmond. 
The austere Senator 
from 


South Carolina, who stands on 
his head and does daily push- 
ups to keep fit, is credited 
with holding the South in line for 
Nixon at the Republican conven- 
tion last year. 


He brought Nixon behind closed 


doors to talk to Southern dele- 
gates. While Thurmond beamed 
paternally, Nixon promised the 
Southerners that he would let 
local districts set the guidelines 
for school disegregation. This 
was exactly what Southerners 
wanted to hear but was con- 
trary to the law passed by 
Congress. 
The enterprising 


Miami Herald planted a tape 
recorder on a delegate and got 
a full transcript of Nixon's 
closed-door pitch. 
Throughout the Presidential 
campaign, Thurmond repeated 
this promise up and down the 
South. Wait until Nixon reach- 
es the White House, he prom- 
ised his Southern satrapy. The 
old order will be restored. 
Secretary 
Finch, however, 


took office with no intention of 
ignoring the civil rights law 
which requires federal funds to 
be withheld from school dis- 
tricts that don't desegregate. 
His first move was to ask Mrs. 
Ruby Martin, a brilliant, 35- 
year-old Negro lawyer, to re- 
main in charge of the civil 
rights program. 
F inch even came to his predec - 
essor, Wilbur Cohen, for ad- 
vice on how he could persuade 
Mrs. Martin to stay. Cohen

suggested that be offer her a 
promotion and a more prestig- 
ious position. Finch went to her 
with the offer, which she turn- 
ed down to go intoprlvateprac- 
tice. 
He scarcely got settled behind 
his new desk at HEW, however, 
before Thurmond demanded that 
Nixon keep the secret promise 
he had made to Southern dele- 
gates in Miami and leave it up 
to the districts to decide what to 
do about desegregation in five 
school districts in Mississippi, 
North and South Carolina. Strom 
is so unyielding of this subject 
that he cast the only Senate vote 
against the confirmation of Wil- 
bur Cohen for HEW Secretary 
in 1967 because of Cohen's stand 
on desegregation. 


WILLFUL SENATOR 


The Senator Is a headstrong old 
mossback who is accustomed to 
getting his way. When he wanted 
the trees cut down in front of 
the apartment house which he 
and Hubert Humphrey occupy 
near the Potomac, Humphrey, 
then Vice President, didn't want 
them cut down. They were cut 
down anyway. 
When Sen. Ralph Yarborough 
tried to steer Strom into a Sen- 
ate hearing he didn't want to at- 
tend, the Senator from South 
Carolina wrestled the Senator 
from Texas in the corridor out- 
side the hearing room and Yar- 
borough ended up on the floor. 


Again, old Strom asserted his 
stubborn will on a Congression- 
al air trip abroad. There were 
only two bunks on the plane for 
the several Senators, Con- 
gressmen 
and their wives. 


Thurmond and his late wife, the 
latter a bit embarrassed, clim- 
bed into one bunk while other 
Senators were still chatting, 
and proceeded to pray and read 
the bible quite audibly as if to 
invoke divine sanction upon his 
expropriation of half the bed 
space aboard the plane. 
So it is no small matter to go 
against Strom Thurmond. Nev- 
ertheless, Secretary Finch in- 
sisted to President Nixon that 
the desegregation laws would

have to be enforced. In the end, 
Thurmond got a 60-day further 
period of grace for the five 
school districts. Considering 
the fact that these schools have 
been warned, given hearings, 
visited, warned again, and given 
months of extra time, and con- 
sidering the fact that it has been 
14 years since the Supreme 
Court decreed that they should 
desegregate with all deliberate 
speed, this was quite a con- 
cession. 
During the White House hud- 
dle, Finch also agreed that he 
would do his utmost to persuade 
some 200 other noncomplylng 
school districts todesegregate. 
He might be able to talk a third, 
perhaps even half of them into 
going along with the law, Finch 
said. 


STOCK MARKET 
SPECULATION 
The Securities and Exchange 
Commissioners have discussed 
behind closed doors how to 
stop the stock speculating that 
is swamping brokers with pap- 
erwork and threatening to bring 
the stock market tumbling down 
in the biggest crash since 1929. 
They agree that the brokers 
need more, not less, regulating, 
despite President Nixon's pro- 
mise in a campaign letter to 
stockbrokers before his elect- 
ion to give them less.The Com- 
missioners 
want 
legislation 


giving them more power to curb 
companies that seem to be In 
business more to promote their 
stock than to produce goods. 
The SEC Commissioners are 
particularly 
concerned about 


the new stock Issues that have 
been run up far beyond their 
value. One proposal, that would 
end a lot of stock manipulating 
and slash the paperwork, is a 
100 per cent tax on all stock 
sold before 60 days. 
Under this proposal, a person 
who purchased stock could get 
his money back if he needed 
capital. But he couldn't collect 
a penny of profit until he had 
held the stock at least 60 days. 
All profits for the first 60 days 
would be taxed 100 per cent.

Col. Bornt Bal chon'a th esis that tho Arctic Ico pack la thinning 
offers a caso In point. This noted polar explorer has suggested to 
his fellow sp ecialists that w ithin a decade or two there may be 
not a vast expanse of Ice but open ocean surrounding the North 
Pole. The clim atic changes that might result are enough to throw 
a scare Into anyone with a little Imagination. 


The theory goes about like this; If the A rctic Ocean becam e 
ice-free, It would not free re over again because solar heat would 
be absorbed by the w ater instead of reflected as at present. This 
would change storm paths, and as a result rainfall might be d ra s ­ 
tically lessened In the central United States and E urasia. Some of 
civilized man’s best ag ricu ltu ral regions might then become 
d eserts. 


There Is no assurance that th is will come about. Some o b ser­ 
vers, unlike Bale hen and like th in k ers, believe the shrinking of 
the A rctic Ice pack noted over the past century has already been 
reversed. Even If that Is not the ca se , things might not work out 
as the doom sayers predict. All the sam e, it Is a w orrisom e 
thought that disastrous clim atic changes may be In store before 
long — and that at present th e re Is little sign that man would be 
able to forestall them . 


Experience Does Count

mat to occipy the stg>remely sensitive post of am bassador to the 
Soviet Union. He cho6e a publisher to represent us in B ritain, how­ 
ever, and a retired lieutenant colonel to go to Belgium . 


M r. Nixon's choice of Jacob D. Beam to replace Llewellyn 
E. Thompson In Moscow appears to be a good one. Beam Is one 
oí the governm ent’s top experts on the Soviet governm ent, Is 
widely experienced In W estern Europe, and was for years the 
U, S. representative at the W arsaw talks with Com m unist China. 


Beam Is, In short, a man with a lot of the right kind of exper­ 
ience for the task he faces. The sam e cannot be said either of 
W alter H. Annenberg, who goes to London, or of John S. E lsen­ 
hower. Capability aside, neither has prior experience In govern­ 
ment, let alone in the foreign se rv ic e. They exem plify, once again, 
the tim e-hallow ed but \mwise practice of filling Im portant diplo­ 
m atic posts with friends or asso ciates rather than skilled foreign 
service officers.

It was 
judged too dangerous to do so at 
this tim e. 
C om tryw ide, in addition to a 
considerable and costly p ro ­ 
fessional bureaucracy, the a s ­ 
sorted Community Action P ro ­ 
gram s employ just under 29,000 
nonprofessionals on a full-tim e 
basis. A substantial m ajority of 
these people come from the. 
urban ghettos, and the non p ro ­ 
fessional em ployes In the ghet­ 
tos constitute a new and pow­ 
erful vested interest. 
The reason toe vested Interest 
was not tackled head on, which 
Is freely adm itted by toe high­ 
est Nixon policy-m akers, was 
that “ They would have burned 
the place down if we'd term ina­ 
ted the program s just like th at." 
In other words, if separated 
from the payroll, a good many 
In this rath er special group of 
government em ployes were e x ­ 
pected to do their best to sta rt 
another dreadful cycle of urban 
rio ts. 
To be blunt about it, straight 
blackm ail paym ents to indivi­ 
duals and groups may have been 
a rath e r common practice in 
the Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity, alm ost since the famous 
war on poverty began.C onsider 
the man who must be nam eless, 
since he will probably be under 
investigation at an early date, 
who Is often called ' ‘The Brook­ 
lyn M ilitant.” 
Judging by toe known facts, 
The Brooklyn Militant makes an 
exceptionally profitable busi­ 
n ess of m ilitancy. In 1967, when 
sum m er outbreaks of rioting 
w ere feared in Brooklyn's Bed­ 
ford -Stuyvesant 
section, The 
Brooklyn M ilitant was reputed­ 
ly paid 550,000 for a voter 
reg istratio n project that actual- 
reg istered 12 voters. 
In 1968, another voter re g is­ 
tration 
project 
was decided 
against, but this tim e, rep o rt­ 
edly, The Brooklyn Militant got 
$100,000 tor another, alm ost 
equally fru itless project. The 
aim of 
course, 
was to keep 
Bedford - Stuyvesant “ cool.'* 
And although this is undoubted­ 
ly a particularly flagrant case, 
much toe sam e so rt of thing tras 
been done in many other cases, 
and often in a much bigger way. 
In Boston, two men were ac­ 
tually m urdered in a ghetto d is­ 
pute over a particularly ap­ 
petizing (and particularly r i ­ 
diculous) bowlful of federal g ra­ 
vy. In

York, the local 
proverty 
program s 
are now 
known to have suffered from o r­ 


ganized defalcations on a huge 
scale Even in this city, there 
is reported evidence of a lot of 
much petty chiseling, plus som e 
drug peddling and drug use, in 
the generally 
useful 
project 
known as P rid e, Inc. 
Before very long, 
a special 
rep o rt by the G eneral A ccount­ 
ing Office is due to take the lid 
off a lot that has been going on 
behind the w ell-intentioned fa ­ 
cade of the war on poverty, 
with fairly sensational effects. 
T hereafter, one can expect a 
rolling se rie s of revelations, by 
grand jury presentations and in­ 
dictm ents, by other govern­ 
m ental and congressional in­ 
vestigations and toe like. All 
this has also been foreseen— 
has been in part planned, in­ 
deed — by the Nixon policy­ 
m akers. 
Such, then is toe needed back­ 
ground against which to read toe 
meaning 
of 
the 
P re sid en t's 
judgment of Solomon on toe Of­ 
fice of Economic Opportunity. 
By this judgment, O EO 's Head 
S tart and Job Corps program s 
were handed over, respectively, 
to the Health, Education and 
W elfare D epartm ent and to toe 
Labor D epartm ent.

South C arolina, who stands on 
his head and does daily push- 
ups to keep fit, le credited 
with holding the South in line for 
Nixon at the Republican conven­ 
tion la st year. 
He brought Nixon behind closed 
doors to talk to Southern d ele­ 
gates. W hile Thurmond beamed 
paternally, Nixon prom ised the 
Southerners that he would let 
local d istric ts set the guidelines 
for school dlsegregatlon. This 
was exactly what Southerners 
wanted to hear but was con­ 
tra ry to the law passed by 
C ongress. 
The 
enterprising 
Miami Herald planted a tape 
rec o rd e r on a delegate and got 
a full tran scrip t 
o t Nixon's 
closed -door pitch. 
Throughout the Presidential 
cam paign, Thurmond repeated 
this prom ise ig> and down the 
South. W alt until Nixon reach­ 
es the White House, he prom ­ 
ised his Southern satrapy. The 
old o rd er will be restored. 
S ecretary 
Finch, 
however, 
took office with no intention of 
ignoring the ctvfl rights law 
which req u ires federal funds to 
be withheld from school d is­ 
tric ts that don’t desegregate. 
His firs t move was to ask M rs. 
Ruby M artin, a brilliant, 35- 
year-old Negro law yer, to re ­ 
main In charge oí the civil 
rights program . 
Finch even came to his predec­ 
e s so r, W ilbur Cohen, for ad­ 
vice on how he could persuade 
M rs. 
M artin to stay. Cohen 


suggwtíeu i ntí he offer her a 
promotion and a m ore p restig ­ 
ious position. Finch went to her 
with the offer, which she tu rn ­ 
ed down to go In to p riv tíe p rac­ 
tice. 
He acarcely got settled behind 
his new desk at HEW, however, 
before Thurmond demanded that 
Nixon keep the secret prom ise 
he had made to Southern dele­ 
gates In Miami and leave It ig> 
to the d istricts todecidew hatto 
do about desegregation in five 
school d istricts In M ississippi, 
North and South C arolina. Strom 
is so unyieldtng of this subject 
that he cast the only Senate vtíe 
against the confirmation of W il­ 
bur Cohen for HEW Secretary 
In 1967 because of Cohen’s stand | 
on desegregation. 


WILLFUL SENATOR 
The Senator Is a headstrong old 
m ossback who is accustomed to 
getting his way. W h e n he wanted 
the tre e s cut down In front of 
the apartm ent house which he 
and Hubert Humphrey occupy 
near the Potomac, Humphrey, 
then Vice President, didn’t want 
them cut down. They were cut 
down anyway. 
When Sen. Ralph Yarborough 
tried to steer Strom tnto a Sen­ 
ate hearing he didn’t w an tto at- 
tend, the Senator from South 
Carolina w restled the Senator 
from Texas in the corridor out­ 
side the hearing room and Y ar­ 
borough ended up on the floor. 
Again, old Strom asserted his 
stubborn will on a C ongression­ 
al air trip abroad. T here were 
only two bunks on the plane for 
the 
s e v e r a l Senators, Con­ 
gressm en 
and 
their 
wives. 
Thurmond and his late wife, the 
latter a bit em b arrassed ,clim ­ 
bed into one bunk while other 
Senators w ere still chatting, 
and proceeded to pray and read 
the blble quite audibly as If to 
invoke divine sanction upon his 
expropriation of half the bed 
space aboard the plane. 
So it is no sm all m atter to go 
against Strom Thurmond. Nev­ 
ertheless, Secretary Finch in­ 
sisted to P resident Nixon that

In the end, 
Thurmond got a 60-day further

He might be able to talk a third, 
perhaps even half of them Into 
going along with the law, Finch 
said. 


STOCK MARKET 
SPECULATION 
The S ecurities and Exchange 
C om m issioners have dtscuM td 
behind closed doors how to 
stop the stock speculating that 
Is swamping brokers with pap­ 
erw ork and threatening to bring 
the stock m arket tumbling down 
In the biggest crash since 1929. 
They agree that the brokers 
need m ore, not le ss, regulating, 
despite President Nixon’s p ro­ 
m ise in a campaign letter to 
stockbrokers before his elect­ 
ion to give them le ss.T h e Com­ 
m issio n ers 
want 
legislation 
giving them m ore power to curb 
com panies that seem to be in 
business m ore to prom ote their 
stock than to produce goods. 
The SEC C om m issioners are 
p articularly 
concerned about 
the new stock issues that have 
been run up far beyond their 
value. One proposal, that would 
end a lot of stock manipulating 
and slash the paperwork, Is a 
100 per cent tax on all stock 
sold before 60 days. 
Under this proposal, a person 
who purchased stock could get 
his money back if he needed 
capital. But he couldn’t collect 
a penny of profit until he had 
held the stock at least 60 days. 
All profits for the first 60 days 
would be taxed 100 per cent.

Jf the rolling revelations are 
anything like what is now ex­ 
pected, Community Action it­ 
self should be thoroughly d is­ 
credited before another year 
has p assed. A strong demand 
will then be heard for junking 
these program s and the OEO 
along with them. C ynics may 
suspect that toe P resid en t and 
his m ore hard-nosed advisers 
wish it to turn out that way; 
and in this instance, toe cynics 
will alm ost certainly be right. 
That leaves toe twin problem s 
of poverty and of keeping toe big 
citie s “ cooL” As to poverty, 
the fam ous war against it was 
largely an academ ic sociolo­ 
gists* m onstrosity. Many b il­ 
lions ned to be spent to elim i­ 
nate toe horror of poverty in 
the m idst of affluence, but this 
was not toe way to do it, as toe 
resu lt has proved. 


As to cooling toe citie s, if it 
must be done by blackm ail, pay­ 
ing blackm ail in the name of 
community action is probably 
the w orst of all ways to do it. 
The F rench were far more 
practical in Saigon, when they 
kept the Com m unists out and 
made a lot of money for their 
se cret service, too, by toe sim ­ 
ple 
expedient 
of selling the 
whole city to the Binh Xuyen 
gang. But for governm ent to pay 
blackm ail is both wrong in p rin ­ 
ciple and wrong in practice.
